However, the island has se¬ 
veral lovely and more secluded 
beach areas that beg for deve¬ 
lopment, and tlie current ad¬ 
ministration announced defi¬ 
nitive plans to improve these 
areas during a press conference 
yesterday morning, July 22. 

Minister of Tourism, Trans¬ 
port and Labor, Otmar Oduber, 
Iio sted the conference, with the 
Minister of Infrastructure, Im¬ 
migration and Environment, 
Benny Sevinger, and Minister 


Irons, Utilities and Energy, 
Mike de Mesa, in attendance. 

The three targeted areas are 
Baby Beach m Ean Nicolas, 
winch is often frequented by 
vacationers, Surfside, on the 
eastern end of Cranjestad, ad¬ 
jacent to the airport, and the 
bay at Cura Cubai, at the west¬ 
ern end of San Nicolas, which 
is rarely visited, but offers ex¬ 
cellent conditions for many 
water activities. 

The Surfside area is a po¬ 
pular' place with islanders, par¬ 
ticularly on weekends. The area 
to be developed is between the 
PlazaTunsmo and die airport, 
and is actually a pail of tire sec¬ 
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Surfside area Linear Park Phase tl 


ond phase of development of 
the Aruba Linear Park Tins 
will eventually stretch along the 
coastline, from the Rema B eat¬ 
rix International Airport to 
north of Maimak and beyond 
Palm Beach. Minister Sevinger 
signed the official agreement 
for commencement of die sec¬ 
ond phase o fthe p ark two week 
ago. 

All three beaches will be 
groomed and landscaped with 
increased foliage and parking 
areas Concession stands for 
water activities and snacks will 
be added, as well as public 
sanitation facilities, adequate 
refuse containers, and rein¬ 
forced piers far fishing boats at 
Surfside and Cura Cabai. 

Minister Oduber cited the 
many advantages of improving 
these areas, which convinced 
the government to propose the 
projects and Parliament to ap¬ 
prove them The benefits will 
be both to visitors and the 
community in general. Pail of 
the plan entails arranging with 
several of the cruise ships to 
deploy these beaches for their 
passengers when calling in 
Qranjestad Harbor. Tins will 
relieve the congestion that 
often occurs along Palm 
Beach, where the shore front is 
already crowded with hotel 
guests By directing the vast 
number of single-day visitors 
to these attractive, empty 
beaches, the vacation exp sil¬ 
ence will b e unproved for b oth 
cruise ship passengers and stay 
over visitors 

Minister Sevinger ex¬ 
plained that the mBux to the 
areas will provide opportunity 
for commerce among those 
living m these neighborhoods, 
allowing them to do business 
closer to home. Improvements 
to Baby Beach and the deve¬ 
lopment of Cura Cubai are par¬ 
ticularly m line with the 
present administration's plan to 
revitalize Ean Nicolas and see 
it become a secondary center 
of tourism Eventually, some 
small, “boutique" resorts 
would also fit into this plan.

EU blacklists Hezbollah 
'military wing' 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - European 
Um on fa reign mini sters ye ster- 
day put the military wing of 
the Lebanese Shiite group 
Hezbollah on its list of terrorist 
organisations despite Lebanon 
warning against such a move 

At the same time, analysts 
voiced doubts about tire effec¬ 
tiveness of the measure, ques¬ 
tioning if Hezbollah really can 
be broken down into separate 
parts for punishment or re¬ 
ward. 

Britain, which had pressed 
long and hard for the decision, 
had uo misgivings however 
that die EU was doing die right 


tiling 

’In reaching tins agree¬ 
ment, the EU has sent a clear 
message that it stands united 
against terrorism,’ British For¬ 
eign Secretary William Hague 
said at the end of the one-day 
ministers' talks. 

Asked about the difficulty 
of targeting Hezbollah's mili¬ 
tary wing alone, he conceded it 
would not b e straightforward 
' We will have to distinguish 
as best we can" between the 
various parts, he said, suggest¬ 
ing military and administrative

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Two companies interested in building Aruba’s new Hospital 



Last Friday was the deadline 
for participating in the public 
bid for constructing Aruba's 
new Hospital During the bid¬ 
ding period there were various 
c o mp am es int ere sted, li o w- 
ever, only three followed 
through on the bidding Yet, 
only two companies turned m 
an official bid to Notary Ralph 
Yarzagaray's Offices. 

The two international com¬ 
panies to submit a formal bid 
are Bouygues Batunent Inter¬ 
national, and Arellanos Con¬ 
struction Both companies will 
work together with a local con¬ 


struction company as specified 
in tire official rules of die pub¬ 
lic bid. They have chosen to 
work with Bahama and Albo 
as their partners 

The construction work on 
the Hospital will take about 4 
years to complete and will be 
tied to certain stringent condi¬ 
tions in order to guarantee the 
highest standards of quality. 
During the first two years they 
will build two new bull dings in 
Eli e yard of the existing Hospi¬ 
tal One building will be the 
Medical Office Building and 
the other directly in front of the 


actual Emergency department 
It will house an Emergency 
section, delivery rooms and 
three floors for patient care. In 
the final two years they will 
renovate the existing Hospital 
building. Tire total cost of this 
project is estimated to cost 252 
million Aruban florins, which 
includes construction costs, 4 
years of supervision, purchase 
of the actual. Hospital building, 
architectural costs, preparation 
and much more. 

SGGA through tire Aruba 
Investment Bank has sought 
local and international finan¬ 
cing tD came up with the 
necessary funds for the con¬ 
struction and maintenance for 
a 30 year period 

SOGA has informed both 
companies in the bidding that 
between July 22 and 51 st they 
will have evaluated the bids 
and do a presentation of the of¬ 
fers. At the start of August they 


will select the winner and 
begin the process of negotia¬ 
tion so as to sign a Letter of In¬ 
tent which will b e followed by 
die signing of a contract The 
intention is to begin construc¬ 
tion sometime between Sep¬ 
tember and October

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Despite baby, shades of grey still dominate British monarchy 


LONDON (AFP) - The birth 
of Prince William and Kale's 
son is supposed to give the 
British royal family an injec¬ 
tion of youth, but the monar¬ 
chy will likely rest in elderly 
control for decades to come, 
analysts say 

At 37, Queen Elizabeth 11 
shows no sign of relaxing her 
solemn coronation vow o flife¬ 
long duty, while her eldest son 
Prince Charles, the heir to the 
throne, is 64 and potentially 
still many years from the 
tin one. 

The birth of a child to 
Charles's eldest son William 


will mean that four generations 
of monarchs will be drifting 
round the corridors of Buck¬ 
ingham Palace, leading royal 
commentators to pander on the 
growing succession queue 
"If the queen lives as long 
as her mother, 101, then Prince 
Chaides will be SO before he 
succeeds tD the throne We 
might have a succession of 
very elderly monarchs," Ro¬ 
bert Has ell, director of the 
Constitution Unit at University 
College Loudon, told AFP 
The queen inherited the 
throne m 1952 aged 25 follow¬ 
ing the early death of her fa¬ 


ther, king George VI, at the age 
of 5b 

She celebrated her dQ years 
on the throne last year and is 
approaching the longevity 
record of queen Victoria, who 
reigned for b3 years, 216 days 
until her death in 1901 

First inline is Charles, who 
quipped last month with the 
Commonwealth's outgoing 
chief rabbi "I realise, of 
course, that we have bath 
reached the official age of re¬ 
tirement. But I hope yours is 
going to be a bit more realistic 
than mine. " 

Hie Daily Telegraph news¬

is to perpetuate the dynasty." 

In 2013, pope Benedict 
XVI, queen Beatrix of the 
Netherlands, king Albert II of 
Belgium, and the emir of 
Qatar, Sheikh Hamad bm 
Khalifa al-Hiani, have all ab¬ 
dicated in favour of younger 
successors. 

But Queen Elizabeth, loyal 
to her vows, shows no sign of 
giving way to Charles. 

Hazell said he had tried in 
vain to stall a public debate on 
the abdication taboo. 

" I f we infli cted that pum sh - 
mg amount of work on any 
other woman of 37, people 
would call it granny abuse!", 
he said.

Paris backs police, veil ban 
after 'unacceptable' violence 


TRAPPES (AFP) - The French 
government yesterday con¬ 
demned as "unacceptable" 
weekend violence outside 
Paris triggered by die country's 
ban on full-face veils and 
str ongly defended the contro¬ 
versial law. 

Two senior members of the 
government. Prime Minister 
Jean-Marc Ayrault and Interior 
Minister Manuel Vails spoke 
following the violence in the 
suburb o f Trapp es 

The unrest erupted after a 
man was detained for allegedly 
attacking a police officer who 


had stopped Ins wife over her 
full-face veil — a practice that 
is banned in France, outraging 
many in the Muslim commu¬ 
nity 

Ayrault said the subsequent 
violence was "unacceptable" 
and called on everyone to re¬ 
spect the law. He also called on 
the right-wing opposition to 
act "responsibly" and back the 
government as, he said, the So¬ 
cialists had in 2005 during an¬ 
other period of noting. 

He said he was "advising 
those on the right to avoid ca¬ 
ricatures and cease polemics"

Pictures from the scene 
showed simple buildings re¬ 
duced to nibble, with pieces of 
corrugated metal roofing scat¬ 
tered over the wreckage

rem aine d A red ram sto rm al ert 
was issued for the area, which 
could further obstruct rescue 
attempts in the mountainous 
region.

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Legions of pilgrims wel¬ 
comed Pope Francis to Rio 
de Janeiro yesterday, lining 
the streets of the tropical 
city to greet Latin America's 
first pontiff. 

Crowds cheered as the 
76 -year-old Argentine 

stepped on the tarmac of 
Rio's airport to be met by 
President Dilma Rousseff 
and other senior officials. 

Pape Francis has come to 
Brazil, an emerging power 
with a shrinking Catholic 
flock, to promote his vision 
of a more humble church 
and to attend World Youth 
Day 

But excitement about his 
first overseas visit brought, 
thousands Brazilians into 
tlie streets, singing, dapping 
and waving the flags of Ar¬ 
gentina and other countries. 

From the airport. Pope 
Francis headed to die 
Cathedral of San Sebastian, 
where he hopped on an 
open-top jeep to mingle 
with the crowds. 

He stated his week-long 
visit with talks with Rouss- 
eff at the Rio state gover¬ 
nor's palace later in the day.

Analysts however were 
sceptical as to its actual im¬ 
pact saying it was virtually 
impossible to distinguish be¬ 
tween the military and politi¬ 
cal wings of Hezbollah 
"It is the security wing, not 
the military, winch is the most 
effective and the most dange¬ 
rous m Hezbollah," said Wad- 
dah Charara, professor of 
sociology at Lebanese Uni¬ 
versity. 

"The EU move actually 
gives Hezbollah a lot of lee¬ 
way, especially given that the 
party works in a secret fashion 
and operates through many 
channels," he added "It. also 
allows the EU to continue to 
have contacts with die ‘politi¬ 
cal 1 Hezbollah."

US to hold 'review' hearings 
for Guantanamo inmates 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
authorities plan to hold iong- 
delayed hearings for dozens of 
detainees held at Guantanamo 
to decide if they still pose a 
threat to the United States, the 
Pentagon said yesterday 

President Barack Obama 
had ordered the review boards 
back m March, 2011 but it has 
taken more than two years for 
US government agencies to fi¬ 
nally cam/ out. the plan, 
prompting criticism from 
lights groups. 

The move follows renewed 
pledges from Obama to close 
the controversial Guantanamo 
jail, despite opposition from 
some members of Congress, 
and comes against the back¬ 
drop of a hunger strike by 
dozens of' detainees. 

The review hearings will 
apply to 71 of the 166 men 
held at the prison at the US 
naval base m Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, spokesman Lieu¬ 
tenant. Colonel Todd Bre- 
asseale said. 

Most of tli at group have 
been designated as too dange¬ 
rous to release but have not 


been charged with any crime 
as there is not enough permis¬ 
sible evidence to allow atrial 

The "periodic review 
boards" will not examine 
whether the detainees are 
being held lawfully at Guan¬ 
tanamo, but only whether the 
inmates still constitute a secu¬ 
rity threat to America that mer¬ 
its continued detention, 
Breasseale said in a statement 

The boards will "determine 
whether continued detention is 
warranted for certain detainees 
to protect against a continuing 
significant threat to the secu¬ 
rity of the United States, 1 * he 
said.. 

In each case before the 
board there will be a "hearing, 
at which the detainee or his 
representatives will be able to 
present information and argu¬ 
ment mbs favor,he said. 

The Pentagon has begun 
notifying detainees about the 
boards but officials did not say 
when die panels would start 
holding hearings or whether 
journalists would be allowed to 
follow die proceedings

Tire two women are being 
held in separate Russian penal 
colonies to serve two-year jail 
terms imposed after their band 
performed a protest song 
against President Vladimir 
Putin in an Orthodox cathedral 
in Moscow in February 2012. 

“While understanding the 
sensitivities of protesting in a 
place of worship, we ask that 
the Russian authorities review 
these harsh sentences, so that 


you may return to your chil¬ 
dren, your families and your 
lives," read the letter. "You 
have been accused of what 
could be descnbed as 'a victim¬ 
less 1 crime, but m our opinion, 
in a just society there can be 
no crime where there is no

"Your strength, bravery and

"About 500 prisoners es¬ 
caped from Abu Ghraib 
prison," Hakem al-Zamih, a 
member of the parliamentary 
security and defence commit¬ 
tee, told AFP adding that the 
escaped prisoners were “terror- 
i sts" b ut that, to hi s knowl e d ge, 
no inmates managed to break 
out from Tap.

30 million girls risk genital 
mutilation: UNICEF 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
More than 125 million girls 
and women alive today have 
undergone female genital 
mutilation, and 30 million 
more girls are at risk m the 
next decade, UNICEF said 
Monday, 

A though genital cutting is 
on the decline, the practice 
remains "almostuniversal* in 
some countries, said the re¬ 
port by the United Nations 
Children's Fund. The report 
compiles 20 years of data 
across 29 countries in Africa 
and the Middle East. 

The tradition involves re¬ 
moval of some or all of a fe¬ 
male's external genitalia. It 
can include cutting out the 
clitoris and sometimes 
sewing together the labia. 

Laws are not enough to 
stop the practice entirely, and 
more p eople must speak out m 
order to eliminate it among 
certain ethnic groups and com¬ 
munities, the researchers said. 

The tradition remains 're¬ 
markably persistent, despite 
nearly a century of attempts 
tD eliminate it," it said 

"As many as 30 million 
girls are at risk of being cut 
over the next decade if cur¬ 
rent trends persist" 

Social acceptance is the 
most commonly cited reason 



for continuing genital cutting, 
even though it is considered a 
violation of human rights, 
UNICEF found. 

The practice is becoming 
less common in slightly mare 
than half of the 29 countries 
studied,' 1 said the report, not¬ 
ing that ”overall support for 
the practice is declining." 

The ritual is practiced by 
various faiths, including 
Christians, Muslims and fol¬ 
lowers of African traditional 
r eh gi □ ns £ Dm e b eh eve it im¬ 
proves a girl's marriage 
prospects, or that it is more 
aesthetically pleasing 

The report found the high¬ 
est rates m Somalia, where 9E 
percent of females aged 15- 
49 have been cut, followed 
by 96 percent in Guinea, 93 
percent in Djibouti and 91 
percent in Egypt 

The amount of data for 
analysis varied from country 


to country, but declines were 
apparent over time in coun¬ 
tries like Kenya and Tanza¬ 
nia, where women in their 
40s were three times as likely 
to have undergone cutting as 
girls 15-19 

Prevalence of genital cut¬ 
ting among teenage girls has 
dropped by about half in 
Benin, the Central African 
Republic, Iraq, Liberia and 
Nigeria. 

However, there was "no 
discernible decline m coun¬ 
tries such as Chad, Gambia, 
Mali, Senegal, Sudan or 
Yemen," it said. 

Thereport also found that 
even though the genital cut¬ 
ting is often considered a 
farm of patriarchal control, 
there is a similar lev el of sup¬ 
port among men and women 
for stopping it 

"Social acceptance is the 
most frequently mentioned 
reason for supporting the 
continuation of the practice," 
said report author Claudia 
Cappa, a UNICEF statistics 
specialist. 

'This is the main reason 
why women -- mothers still 
have their daughters cut. 
And this is done sometimes 
even if they think the prac¬ 
tice should be discontinued," 
she told reporters in Wash¬ 
ington

World's cheapest 
computer gets 
millions tinkering 



LONDON (AFP) - It's a single 
circuit board the size of a 
credit Ceil’d with no screen or 
keyboard, a far cry from the 
smooth tablets that dominate 
the technology market. 

But the world's cheapest 
computer, costing just $H5 
(£17, 19.50 euros), has aston¬ 
ished its British creators by 
selling almost 15 million units 
in IS months. 

Tire Raspberry Pi is now 
powering robots in Japan and 
warehouse doors m Malawi, 
photographing astral bodies 
from the United States and 
helping to dodge censorship m 
China 

"We're closing in on one 
and and half million (sales) for 
something that we thought 
would sell a thousand," said 
Eben Upton, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Raspberry Pi Foun¬ 
dation 

"It was just supposed to be 
a little tiling to solve a little 
problem 

"We've sold many more to 
children than we expected to 
sell, but even more tD adults 
They're using it like Lego to 
connect things up." 

Tire device, which runs the 
open-source Linux operating 
system, was designed as an ed¬ 
ucation ai tool for children to 
learn coding 

But its potential for almost 
infinite tinkering and customi¬ 
sation has fired up the imagi¬ 
nations of hobbyists and 
inventors around the world 

— Ways to play — 

Tokyo inventor Shota Ishi- 
watari has created a small hu¬ 
manoid robot run by a Pi, 
which can tell you the weather, 
manage your diaiy and even 
make coffee 

"I wanted to create some¬ 
thing by using a 3D printer and 
the Raspberry Pi - two cool 
items," he told AFP, adding 
tliat he also wanted to demon¬ 
strate the potential of the mi¬ 
crocomputer. 

"Many Raspberry Pi users 
did not know howto have fun 
with the chip. I wanted to pres¬ 
ent practical ways to pi ay with 
it." 

Upton and his colleagues 
first thought of creating a 


cheap computer suited to pro¬ 
gramming when they were 
teaching computer science at 
Cambridge University. 

They noticed that children 
of the wired generation lacked 
the day-to-day experience of 
coding that was so formative 
for the computer geeks who 
grew up m the 19SDs. 

"They didn't have the 
grungy familiarity with the 
duty bits, the hacking," Upton 
told AFP 

"The theory of computer 
science is maths, but die prac¬ 
tice is a craft, like carp entry" 
UptDn reminisces happily 
abouthis childhood coding on 
a BBC Micro, a rugged early 
personal computer from 19£2. 

Back then, you had to 
know a computer "language" 
in order tD use one at all But 
home computers are now so 
complex that parents often 
ban children from interfering 
with the underlying code 
Upton and Ins colleagues 
saw that developments in 
technology meant something 
like the Micro could now be 
created for a fraction of the 
cost, in pocket size, with the 
capacity to run multimedia 
programmes. 

Demand tor the device, as¬ 
sembled m Wales, was so high 
that the websites of its distrib¬ 
utors :rashed

User groups called Rasp- 
b erry Jams now meet monthly 
in cities from Manchester to 
Singapore to share ideas. 

A R.aspbeny Jam brought 
together the team behind a Fi 
camera that will photograph 
rhinos and other endangered 
animals m east Africa, gener¬ 
ating data on their habits and 
on poaching 

The Instant Wild system, 
backed by the Zoological So¬

US 'spoofing' trader faces 
$4.5 million in penalties 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
US and British regulators yes¬ 
terday announced settlements 
totaling $4.5 million with a 
US high-speed trader who al¬ 
legedly made more than $1 
million using a senes of fake 
commodity trades. 

The US Commodity Fu¬ 
tures Trading Commission an¬ 
nounced a $3.3 million 
settlement with Panther En¬ 
ergy Trading of New Jersey 
and its owner, Michael Cos- 
da. Half of the sum will go to 
a civil monetary penalty, 
while the other $ 1 4 million is 
to disgorge trading profits. 

Co scia and Panther must 
also pay an additional 
$300,000 to the CME Group, 
which owns several leading 
commodities exchanges, the 
CFTC said in a statement. In 
addition, they have Id pay 
about $1.3 million to disgorge 
trading profits 

Hie CTFC banned Panther 
and Co sci a from trading on 
any of its entities for one year, 
while CME Group banned 
Co sci a from trading on its ex¬ 
changes for six months, the 
statement said 

Britain's Financial Conduct 
Authority fined Co sci a 
$933,000 in She case The fine 
was reduced from a $ 1.15 mil¬

small order Coscia and Pan¬ 
ther were then offering to 
sell," the CFTC said. 

"With tins back and forth, 
Coscia and Panther profited 
on the executions of the small 
orders many times over the 
period in question."

ZURICH (AFP) - Swiss ban¬ 
king giant UBS said yesterday 
it had settled a lawsuit linked 
to US subprime housing mort¬

The bank did not specify 
how much the settlement 
amounte d to, hut sai d it had s et 
aside 3b5 million Swiss francs 
($922 million 700 million 
euros) in the second quarter to 
meet litigation costs including 
the case 

"Hie full cost of the settle¬ 
ment is covered by litigation 
provisions established by UBS 
during the second quarter of 
2Q13 and in prior periods,“ 
Switzerland's biggest bank 
said in a statement. 

UBS and 17 other financial 
institutions were sued by the 
US Federal Housing Finance 


Agency (FKFA) m September 
2011 for violating federal se¬ 
curities laws when selling re¬ 
sidential mortgage-hacked se¬ 
curities to government-backed 
lenders Fannie Mae and Fred¬ 
die Mac 

The agency accused the 18 
firms of misleading Fannie and 
Freddie about the credit-wor¬ 
thiness or the assets 

Tins contributed to the im¬ 
plosion of the US housing 
market and the subsequent 
tanking of the multiIrillion- 
doll ar mortgage-backed secu¬ 
rities market. 

UBS sad it had reached an 
agreement "in principle" with 
FHFA that still needed a final 
go-ahead from the different 
parties and that would settle 
claims connected to the securi¬ 
ties between 2QD4 and 2007.

Liu was Chen's fourth 
partner in her four successes 
in the event over the past six 
years, but the result was 
again inevitable as the pair 
surged ahead with their first 
dive and led throughout to 
record a final tally of 3d 5 23 
points 

"To win my first medal at 
this level in Barcelona is a 
great feeling,'* said a de¬ 
lighted Liu afterwards. 

"Even if I don't have so 
much experience, I keep 
learning a lot with Chen" 

And there could even be 
more to come for Chen later 
m the week as she looks to re¬ 
tain her title m the individual 
10m platform which begins 
on Wednesday. 

"Our coach often tells us: 
wheny du step down from the 
podium, you start again from 
zero,* 1 she said. ?i The experi¬ 
ence is important, but it is not 
enough to get a medal - you 


have to continue working 
hard. '* 

M e agh an E en f eito an d 
Roseline FiliDn snatched sil¬ 
ver for Canada behind the 
Chinese duo with a dramatic 
final dive to edge out 
M ad ay si ans Pand el el a Rin on g 
Pamg and Mun Yee Leang by 
less than three tenth of a point 
as the Asian pair instead had 
to settle for a repeat of the 
bronze medal they won in 
Rome four years ago. 

Chen and Liu's success 
rounded off a good day for 
the Chinese as reigning 
champion Li Shixm also 
claimed gold in the men's one 
metre springboard final ear¬ 
lier m the day. 

The 35-year-old struggled 
early on and was only fifth in 
the standings after four of the 
six rounds, but he saved his 
best for last as his final two 
dives received the best two 
marks of the competition to 
launch him past Ukrainian 
Iliya Kvasha and Mexico's 
Kevin Chavez, who took the 
silver and bronze respec¬ 
tively. 

Another defending cham¬ 
pions was victorious m the 
10km open water event as 
Greece's Spyndon Gianniotis 
held off Thomas Lurz of Ger¬ 
many and 5km champion 
Gu s s ama M ell Dull o f Turn si a 
to claim gold m the first event 
af the day m the Moll de la 
Fust a harbour. 

And there was even some¬ 
thing for the home crowd tD 
cheer as Spain claimed their 
third medal of the champi¬ 
onships with silver m the 
team technical routine of the 
synchronised swimming with 
Fjussia claiming gold and 
Ukraine the bronze.
